~l- John Porter --Born in England in 1596, probably in Dorsetshire, 


~X- 


Came over to America, with his wife Mary, in 1635. Se 

Settled first in Hingham, where he had lande granted to him-- 
55 acres of upland, 6 acres of salt meadow, and 5 acres of 
fresh meadow. He must have been a well educated man, for 
he atonce took a leading part in the community, and was 
Selected for public office. In 1640 he was app Ointed on a 
committce to divide the lands of Cohasset that still remained 
ungranted; in 1644 he was eleoted deputy to the Gencral 
Court of Massachusetts. 

In May 1643, he bought from the Rev. Sanuel Sharp, for 

110 pounds, a farm in that part of Salem, now known as Danvers. 
He subseque ntly purchased other extusive properties in the 
vacinity, and when he died he was the largest landholder in 
the Salem district. In 1646 he moved to the newly acquired 
property and in 1668 hs was elected to represent Salem in 

the General Court. Whever he lived he was a wan of energy 

and influence, and held many places of trust and rssponsgibi« 
lity. He died at Danvers the 6th of 8 eptember 1676 ase 

80, and his widow Mary Porter/ died in 1684. Their children 
were;

John Chipman, ministes of Peyerly, ang on the Sra of Jamary 
1750, he was ordainsd winister of the Ch@basce parish, 
Tpsaich. Myre. Portor died 38, October 1763 in her 36 yoar, 
leaving nine children, acd in June 1764 Mere Porter took iis 
Qiswaiseval from the Chebacso church.
